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The general at the Stock 
Exchange. 

An Interesting Newspaper Report of the Gen- 
eral's Talk to the Memfaers of the Stock 
Exchange — Lord Aberdeen Presides. 

General Booth. addressed a crowded meet- 
ing of city men yesterday afternoon iit Salis- 
bury House, London Wall. A large propor- 
tion of the audience were members of the 
Stock Exchange, while on the platform were 
Lord Aberdeen, who presided; Mr. Felix 
Schuster, Sir John Gorst, Aid. Sir J. T. 
Ritchie, and Sir John Cockburn. 

The abject of the General was to secure 
sympathy and financial co-operation for the 
Salvation Army, and it is a tribute to his 
wonderful personality that he held his audi- 
ence from the beginning to the close. Thei' . 
cheered his shrewd common-sense remarks to 
the echo, laughed heartily at his sly jokes at 
their own expense, and gave expression to 
murmurs of sympathetic approval when he 
showed how the Salvation Army had raised 
from the depths men and women who appear- 
ed to be beyond redemption. 

General Booth opened with warm thanks 
for the manner in which the Stock Exchange 
had for years past strongly supported the 
Salvation Army, and described how Mr. 
George Herring had come forward with the 
money for fitting up two new shelters for the 
destitute. Then he turned to the 'beginnings 
of the g^eat organization over which he pre- 
sides. ■ i 

"It was a struggle at thp outset," he said, 
"but I 'Persevered. An^. vou p*siiti?iii?n," h- 
coniinucd, with a itvvinkle in his eye, "wouju 
never have reached the millionaire positions 
you are in this afternoon if you had not pep- 
^pyercd. 

"The Salvation Army to-day," proceeded 
the General, ha5 ^,5l"0 ScpardLc societies, 
14,000 officers trained to carrv on the work, 
50,000 unpaid officers ari':l 3,000 employes, 64 
publications, and 27 War Crys published in 
17 different languages, 

"The Salvation Army, ' he went on, "is 
orthodox in religion and benevolent in prac- 
tice, and that ought to ccaimend itself to the 
Stock Exchange" — a remark which evoked 
loud laughter. 

The General assured hi auditors that the 
Salvation Army's affairs tvere conducted on 
businessHke lines, and ir, accounts --ere 
audited by professional auditors. It was suh- 
cidizcd by LweuLy-five mi niciptiities and col- 
onial governments. A description of how it 
reclaimed those who had been given up as 
hopeless and set them on their ieet again — 
even those who had never worked before — 
followed. , 

"For, gentlemen," he added, "some of them 
detest work. It is not everybody who v.-a3 
horn like you wilii a natural love of work." 

Again the mpofing laughed and cheered, 
and at the close of his address the General 
was accorded an enthusiastic vote of thanks. 

General Booth yesterday opened a new 
remporary shelter, to help to relieve the pre- 
sent' distress, art; Kean Street, AJdwych. Here 
a bed can be obtained for 2d,, or supper, bed, 
and breakfast for 4d.

Queen Victoria's 'birthday was largely a 
day of celebration in his native town. ■ There 
appeared to "the boys" no fun except that 
aeciired through iTiischief^ and it only needed 
some of the brigrde of incorrigible youths to 
call at' the store -.vhere John worked' on the 
^■•th of Ma" to :neet v.'ith a ready response 
to their invitatioTi "to fire o5 a cannon." 
Two rounds were discharged without mishap; 
which made the hills echo from far and near. 
This, was no<t exciting enough for the "boys,"' 
however, and an extra heavy charge was 
rammed into the antiquated weapon, and to 
make the report the louder and lend extra 
interest, a fev/ old sods were thrust into the 
grim after the charg-e. Here was a chance for 
che bravest to set the cannon ofT and cover 
himEelf forever v.'ith glory. For a fe\v min- 
utes no one accepted the challenge. Then 
John stepped forward to ignite the powder. 
Bang I A terrific report v/as the result. Hi.'! 
h2t flew away and rocks and earth were 
ihrovvji Gcorescf yards in the air. The cannon 
had .bursted! And John v.'as inihe most 
frightful condition. From his face streamed 
blood, and his body was generally bruised 
and injured b'" the missies, which were fired 
from the weapon. His alarmed companions 
ran to where the cannon was, only to find' a 
few shattered bits left. Pieces of the gun 
had fiown in aii directions and to gi'eat dis-. 
itanees. One ladv was hvsrt severely in a limb 
and another piece v/eighing fifty pounds 
landed in a churchyard a quarter of a mile 
away, while John had narrowly escaped death, 
as a piece of the gun had gone through his 
hat. 

The following winter, with several com- 
panions, John went to the bush to cut wood 
for fuel. To reach their destination it was 
necessary to go iby sea. A very small boat, 
indeed was secured for Uie trip. The party 
had only been a short time out on this 




flimsy crafit when a 
severe jtorm arose. 
The wind increased in 
velocity urttil a terriiic 
gale swept the waters. 
In speaking of this in- 
. cident, John states : " I 
''US Is. said to ray chum, 'Jack, 
I'm afraid the boat will 
go to the botrtom. Reef the sails and 
let's try to save her.' I was steer- 
ing when a heaw sea swept the 
deck and snapped our. lines and riggings 
in twain. Jack shouted, 'She's gone, boyl' 
But Providence spared us. The long 'hours 
dragged themselves away until we made a 
harbor where it was safe to land." 

No one was living where the parity landed. 
The v,;eather was fearfully cold, and, without 
any fire, the "boy=" sat and shivered through- 
out the long hours of the night. The follow- 
ing day a cargo of wood was secured and the 
youthful mariners put out to sea again. A

and see more oi the Vvcrld. Durini; the next 
few years he visited various parts on the 
Canadian coast and in the Bermudas. One 
memorable trip to Halifax we may mention. 
The voyage from Nev/foundland had been 
uneventful until Halifax was sighited, when a 
fierce v.'indstbrm came on, driving the ship 
ashore. The position of the vessel every 
minute became more and more alarming. The 
sailors tried to beat against the wind, but 
cheir efforts were futile. The ship stubbornly 
persisted in remaining in the trough of the 
sea and would not respond to the helm. 
Every second they were 
In Danger of Being Dashed on the Rocks. 
The horrors of that dreadful night must re- 
main untold. Every sailor was taxed severely 
and toiled incessantly in a night of rain and 
sleet driven by a Strong gale until they were 
benumbed with cold and exhaustion. Day- 
light revealed breakers surrounding the'vesscl 
on every side. The captain was alarmed, and 
s^id in a loud voice: "There is only one 
chance to save our lives. T^et go the main- 
sail. Loose the 'halyards, quick!" With the 
swift descent of the sail, the block unhooked 
and the rooes ibecame a miserable tangle, so 
that the main-sail could not be handled. There 
wa."! only one fiiore chance for the lives of 
those aboard. The ■captain rang ourt the 
order "to keep her away and ibeaeh her." To 
use the words of John: "The sea was mad, 
waiiiiig like a nioiister to devour us. Btit 
Providence held our safety in His hand. An 
instant change of wind drove us from the very 
jaws of death far out to sea, and the weather 
moderating somewhat helped us to reach a 
port in safety, where we read in the news- 
paDers of our miraculous escape." 

Such an experience as the one we have 
related would temporarily have a good effect 
upon John, who would add a few more good 
resolutions to rthe many he had 'previously 
made. But his own will was not- strong 
enough to help him resist the many tempta- 



tions to do wrong which beset him, and soon 
he was again in the slough of sin. 

From the same ship John nearly witnessed 
the drowning of a sailor, which made him 
think seriously of turning over a new leaf. 
The vessel was carrying a cargo of lumber 
and nearing port. A boat came to meet them 
from the shore' full of people, who, on ar rival 
were accommodated on the incoming ship, 
except a young Swede, who remained _ in ^ 
charge of the smaller hoat. The wind rising 
made the larger vessel travel swiftly, and 
mosit of the sailors and those who had just 
gone aboard were in the forepart of the ship 
chatting merrily. John, however, had his eye 
on the smaller boat, and noticed it was in an 
awkward position and going to till. He 
shouted out and brought the ship to ithe wind, 
but too late. The smalle"- boat made a plunge, 
went under and came to the surface keel up. 
The young man was seen struggling in the 
water. The sailors sprang to rthe ship's boat 
and cast it overboard and rowed back to the 
wreck, and reaphed it just in time for the 
mate to be atle to

and rescue him as he was going down for the 
last time. 

John was now in the vicinity of Cuba and 
while ashore saw some strange sights, par- 
ticularly noteworthy is that of an officer of a 
native regiment, who had the misfontune to 
fall from his horse, resulting in his death. A 
curious part of the incident was the beating 
of two drums on either side of the dead man 
in the endeavor to awaken him. while his 
wife tore her hair.

" And in what sense is this a mission ?!' 

" I hope to hold meetings, set forth my 
notions as to how the residents in that land 
can be happy and good, and more oarticuiarly 
it is a reconnaissance, to'see what the country 
is like and how far it will be possible for us 
to operate there. We have no mission there 
at present," 
• But there is one Salvationist- in the Holy 
Land. He is a Syrian, from Nazareth; who

dia. But his heart was upon his own country, 
; and' he returned. . This ex-offlcefT-'' we call 
hitti'ihi Carpenter of Nazareth," said the Gen- 



thought religion consisted in being demure 
and melancholy.

The So- 
cial Wing is simply a systematic rnethod of 
dealing with the vices, poverties, and starva- 
tions of the people;" ■ • , 

Here we were iiattirally led to the question 
of the value of emotional, conversions, of

;ate. I pointed out that there is a widespread 
distrust of the permanence of such sudden 
changes. And I think the General was in- 
clined to agree, in so far as mere emotional- 
ism is concerned. These, I think, are his 
exact words: 

"A conversion is a conversion. That is 
where people make the blunder. If a man 
is converted, it is a work wrought in him by 
the Holy Spirit. It is a change^ of nature. 
The emotion is, perhaps, useful to help him 
over the bar, so to speak, into thie haven. It 
does not matter if you use cold, logical argu- 
ment to induce a man to make the choice to 
commit himself to God, or vvhether rt is some 
wild passion that speaks to his spirit Only 
he must be helped over the bar."- And then 
the General, eyes blazing, white hair ruffled 
with one hand, the other hand twisting sen- 
sitive fingers above his head, burst into the 
full tide of his eloquence, x eopie go to jicn 
because they don't look where they are ^oing. 
Have their eyes in the wrong place-^ide of 
their head " (with fingers at his ear-tips) " not 
in front" (with warning finger pointing 
.^straight ahead) "on they, go — till they go 
over. Whereas if they will think and look 
and see where they are, th«y will see what a 
fool's part they are playing." 
Not in Man. 

Dropping his voice to a tenderer note, he 
continued: " It is not in a man to look at 
heavea and not want to go through the Gold- 
en Gate, It is not in a man to look at hell, 
and keep on looking long enough, and not 
-want to turn away from the road to it, and the 
risk of going over. And it is not in a man to 
look at Jesus Christ hanging on the tree, and 
not want to go into His arms." He paused 
for a moment, holding my eyes"^ with his. 
Then down came his hand on the table with 
a bang that made the tea-CBpS leap. 

" No!" he thundered, " No!" 

The General's sudden changes of tone are 
dramatic, startling, almost paralyzing at 
times. 

" Help him over the bar " — that phrase 
sums up the Salvationist's view of the emo- 
tion that brings a man -o the penitent form. 
The eye is suddenly turned to the light. But 
the whole man must be turned and kept mov- 
ing towards the light and the perfect day. 
1 hat is where the discipline of the Army tells. 
It takes its man, seizes the sudden resolve, 
and turns it into a purpose, a practice of 
everyday abnegation of self and work for 
others. Once in the Army, the soldier of 
Christ never escapes the grip of discipline. 
e ♦ ♦ 

The eyes closed for a few moments as the 
artist finished his sketch, though the nervous 
energy remained in the fingers that fidgeted 
with the tea-plate.

He was going back to his 
study to work, having quite forgotten to eat 
the slice ci bread and butter he had been 
pulverizing, and having resisted the entreaties 
of his housekeeper to drink some more tea.

Albert Hall on his way to heaven, aad he re- 
plied with a twinkle of the eve and a few 
words which — which I prefer to hide in my 
heart. At Hadley "Wood Station I dodged my 
companions and found a comer in an empty 
carriage. There are times whcu Uic only 
desirable company is two — yourself — and 
Yourself. .

At half-past eigrht o'clock, one Sunday 
morning in January, I came out of Black- 
friers Station and turned on to the bridge.

It was a 
g„,„-!g:__ 2i"ht io leave the eiijpty road and 
encounte^ such a strange congregation. ^ But 
the walk- of London conceal many remarkable 
things, Oi whose very existence few are ever 
conscious, 

I passed through the ranks, turned mto a 
covered way, and there saw a little group 
of officers. They stood at the door of a large, 
bare hall, furnished with a platform and many 
rows of tenches, about half of them already 
occupied by'fhe men without a home, and 
w^rp receivi"*! their guests. I ioiucd tucHi 
and listened. As each man came up he was 
spoken io, the convei'sations naturally vary- 
ine. in their nature. 

Ilere foils up a (lumpy little fellow of not 
mere than thisry, in a rough bJue jacKet, a 
loose pair of trousers, with a black kerchief 
round his throat, reckless blue eyes, a shock 
of fair hair all touzled, and a queer scrubby 
little beard. He is turninsr a quid in his 
mouth; a bit of a leather sheath projects from 
his coat pocket, covering a knife. _ _ 

"What are you by trade, my man.'" asks 
one of the officers. 

"" A sailor, sir.'"- 

" Were. you out all night?" 

" Aye, ave, sir." 

" You look it; you must be very tired. How 
do you conieto be like this?" 

The sailor hangs down his head and say.s 
he doesn't know;— meaning that he has had 
a glorious spree.

All roads, 
every river and every sea, lead to London, 
which has mysterious powers of attraction as 
sure and fatal as the fabled black mountain 
of adamant for the luckless ships that came 
within its influence.

REDUCE ROLLING AT SEA. 



The Hamburg-American Ijine is building a new 
steamship at the Vulcan Works at Stettin, which will 
be fitted out with an Invention of Otto Shllulc, an 
engineer of Hajnburg, by which It is expecte^ will 
be reduced the rolling of vessels at sea to a mini- 
mum. It consists ot a massive balance wheel mount- 
ed In such a maaner as to ^ou»!tera.ct the shifting ot 
the centre of gravity of the ship. 

The invention hitherto haa only been tested In 
connection with, models, but the Hamburg-American 

advancing money and loaning a I'essel for a trial 
which win take place In June or July. Naval en- 
gineers regard the Invention as likely to be of the 
greatest use to warships In adding to the stability 
of the gun platforms. 

The iindpT'iyjTi^ principle of the appn.ratu3 Is t^.c 
fnct Lusit, EL rota-tlSg body nil! oppose to any inclin- 
ation of Its ails a resistance which grows higher as 
Its rotation is more rapid and Its weight more con- 
siderable. It Is In this weight and the power re- 
quired to revolve It at a speed sufficient to be effec- 
tive thai naval architects see a fatal defect in the 
device.

STEVEDORES AND LONQSHOREMEN. 

The modem cargo steamer represents a targe In- 
vestment of cnpltal, often over tl,000,aO(). It earns 
money only when It is under way. Every unneces- 
sary hour "pent at the dock me^ne s. loss ol Interest 
on capital and a depreciation of capital, without any 
compensating gain. Any profit tiom the safe trans- 
portation of cargo' from port to port thus depends 
upon the speed that the cargo .has first be»n pu? 
aboard, and then baa been discharged. While on the 
smaller sailing vessels, aa n rule, the crew still take 
a part In loading and unloading cargo, with steam- 
ers the work nOT^radays Is almost wholly performed 
by longshoremen anc; stevedores. The ■ system pro- 
motes the efficiency of the crew, whose work Is done 
only while the vessel Is under way, and also secures 
the prompter dispatch of the ship. This division of 
labor Is oae of the economics of modern ocean trans- 
portation which have aUecteu auch reduction In 
freights and made possible the enormous develop- 
ment of the agricultural West, which Is so Jependent 
on export trade. In nearly all countries the steve- 
dores and marine frelght-hsndlers are organized Into 
lab^r unions. 

The organization Includes loaders and unloaders. 
also the coal Buoveiiers and trluiMcrs, xmlcaders and 
loaders. There are the ore-shovellers and trimmers, 
loaders and unloaders In general, and .package freight 
handlers; loaders and unloaders of salt and grain, 
trimmers and scoopers, dock holsters and engineers; 
millmen and all men employed in lumberyards; dock 
firemen and marine firemen, and all other men that 
»re engaged in worklnff along and around docks. 

£;nTT)? of the 711?" Wfirir In twn nhlfts. Holsters 
and engineers are paid JSO to t86 per month from 
ifay to December, The' average wa^e for coal- 
handlers is sixty cents per hour; that Is, In the un- 
luuuijig ports. 'X'he average wage lor lumber ioaden^ 
per hour Is fifty cents. In some ports It is forty 
cents, some forty-five, some fifty, and some sisty; 
hut the average is fifty cents for a ten-hour work- 
day. There are cases where men work over ten 
liours. Average wage pet hour for lumber handlers 
— that Is, at the unloading ports — is fifty cents per 
hour. 

The average wage of grain scoopens per hour Is 
sixty cents. Ore trimmers get sixty cents per hour, 
and tbey work all hourii. At nnmn nortji thftV rpgni- 
late their gangs and take turns about, hut they work 
pretty much all the time; they have no Ocftain 
hours,

ab!e. 

To him now how sweet a balm, therefore, 
was the assurance from a brotl-,er-man that 
the Saviour's love was still available, and 
pardon for transgressions could even be had 
within the confines of his narrow cell.

Remittances from 
the company's agents has enabled the direct- 
ors to redeem the whole of the outstanding 
balance of 4j/4 per cent, debentures. The 
profit for. the year was £40,681, compared 
with £30,174 last year.

DISEASES OF THE EYE^CConllnuea.) 

The eyes may suffer in adult life irom many 
causes, such as Improper Illumination, excessive use 
exposure to cold, and diseased condlL.ons of the 
body. 

There is cuusldsrabls mlsapiiTchcrialo.ri ua to tja 
proper llEht reoulred for the eyes. Suiilitrlit is ina 
as necessary and proper for the eye as food is" for 
the stomach; but the eye can be injurtti by the ai- 
cess as well as the deficiency of light, just aa iht 
stomach can be by the deficiency of food. The fcyes 
may be injured by long axcluaion from tiayljght, aj 
occurs when they are boimd up for a long time, or 
when colored apectacles are worti. in such iiuei 
tho oyau iLonulra an unusual deeree of avuteneas. m 
that the Individual can diatlDgiiish obJecLs in wW 
to others v/ouid seeni total darkness, if such eytn 
arc restored Xo daylight, much caution must be um 
to pieverit Injury. 

A moat frequent cause of injury to the eye J» an 
exposure to dazzling light, especially after leaTlug 
comparative darkness. Many Indlv. duals hava «- 
perlenced serloua Impairment and even inns of sight 
by' looking directly at the sun, or by watchlnjf «n 
eclipse through a, piece of glaiie that was nnt aniii. 
clently obscured. After looking at the sun there 
often remains an appearance iiike that of a daric 
cloud, which becomes of a flery color when the eyes 
are closed. ScmEtitiiea a. pm»:uuunt ^iurk spot, CQT- 
responding to the posltlott of the sun's Imag^, re- 
maina In the eye. At otiier tlmeH this dark spot grad- 
ually spreads over a considerable part of the retlm, 
so that the individual Is threalei.,:d with total bllna- 
ncss. Professor Arlt says that ho seen three cases 
of thin kind after the eclipae ot the sun in 1851. ' 

Impairment' of the vision may occur likewise Iron 
the sudden reflection ot bright Bunllght Into tb« eTl 
by means of a mirror, as is often done by dtlldren 
at play. The reflection of the sun from ths s'jilace 
of snow or of the water has occasioned serious in- 
jury to the eyes. 

Several conBideratlons become evident from these 
facts. It is to he remembered that the position of 
the eye-browa and the arrangement of the lids is 
such as to protect the eyes from light which comeB 
rrom above, but to leave them unprotected ircm uiat 
which comes from beiow. Hence low win lows we 
cilHiidv.'intagcous, unle>^ provided ulth bhnds tiai 
draw up rather than down.
